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School board statement to ease controversy?

An official position statement 
concerning ihe human development 
curriculum recently adopted by the 
East Jordan Board of Education was 
reviewed at the regular meeting on 
March 8. The statement attempts to 
clarify the goals of the human 
development curriculum and defuse 
the controversy that has surrounded 
the work of the human development 
committee. 

- The position, among other things, 

a affirms that parents are the primary 

teachers of sex education and that 
abstinence should be taught as a 
lifestyle and the only certain method 
of birth control. It also asserts that 
all teenagers do not choose 
abstinence, and since the school 
district has an obligation to provide 
appropriate education for all 
students, contraception should be a 
component of the curriculum. 

The board of education believes 
that students mustrealize that sexual 
activity is a choice that carries risks 
and consequences. The statement 
further asserts that abstinence is the 
only unquestioned safe choice 
available to students. 

_ Curriculumdirector Ann Dingman 
has been designated as the sole 
spokesperson concerning the human 
developmentcurriculum. The board 


of education established a single 
spokesperson to ensure that a 
consistent message is given to the 
public. In addition, differing 
intrepretations of many individuals 
has led to misunderstandings and 
controversy. Dingman also serves 
as chair of the human development 
committee. 

Clare Zitka, a leader of East Jordan 
Concerned Parents, thanked the 
board for the statement, but 
questioned if his group could expect 


cooperation from Dingman. East 
Jordan Superintendent of Schools 
Chip Hanson assured Zitka that all 
concems will be responded to. 


In other business, the East Jordan 
Parent-Teacher Organization 
elementary school playground 
initiative was discussed.

Itis projected that the trustees will 
attend an average of less than two 
meetings a month in the upcoming 
fiscal year which will amount to less 
compensation than we have been 
paid and supervisor Vernon is re- 
sponsible for that reduction. 


You should also know that we do 
not get paid for any committee meet- 
ings such as the Budget Review 
Committee meeting attended by 
trustee Gadwau.
